Mr. Kominsky allows in superabun- 
dant detail the mendacity of much that 
passes as respectable debate in our 
country. His volume is highly reminis- 
cent of the “undercover” books of the 
40’s by John Roy Carlson which, in 
quite similar terms, exposed the false- 
hoods of the extreme right. 

Mr. Kominsky is a man with a 
healthy respect for the ideal of a free 
market place of ideas, with the single 
proviso thgt conscious misrepresenta- 
tion of the other fellow is not fair 
play. While the overwhelming number 
of items relate to the vexing political 
debates of our time, he perhaps best 
illustrates the misuse of language, in 
terms of nuance, innuendo and torn 
context, to say nothing of outright 
alteration, with the opening example 
of “the Ann Landers hoax.” Miss 
lenders was once asked whether it 
was true that she was in jail. Her 
answer was “Yes. I was in Jail on 
l eb. 19, 1959. I spoke to the inmates 
of Cook County jail and am delighted 
to report it was one of the most atten- 
tive audiences Fve ever had. Not a soul 
walked out.” 

Misquotations of Miss Landers, mi»- 
attributions of Oscar Wilde’s com- 
ments on Tsarist Russia to the Soviet 
Union and the use of bloody sports ter- 
minology for political events are simply 
comic examples of the deadly busi- 



ness which Mr. Kominsky exposes in 
this book, the first of two projected 
volumes on neo-Fascism’s approach to 
media in America. 

The serious side of tire book is con- 
tained in the relentless exposes of 
falsehoods paraded os truths in the 
public media. Mr. Kominsky shows 
that, undeniably, Lincoln never said 
“You cannot help small men by tear- 
ing big men down,” nor did Lenin 
say “This is a fight to the end, to 
their extinction!” Mr. Kominsky 
proves that Khrushchev’s “We will 
bury you” was wrenched out of con- 
text in a manner to make him look 
like an obtuse aggressor hell bent 
for war. 

He takes apart and puts back to- 
gether dozens of right-wing shibbo- 
leths which have served as the founda- 
tion for a whole climate of opinion 
simply by repetition in respectable and 
not so respectable sources. The list 
of misquotes attributed to Lenin runs 
to no less than 20. They include some 
of the favorite canards of the right- 
wing press which have been freely 
repeated by upstanding politicians de- 
sirous of being elected not on their 
records but on the anti -communist 
line. 

Quite coincidentallv, one of the most 
interesting and best documented Lenin 
hoaxes is one with which the present 
writer was personally acquainted. On 
Feb. 22, 1960, the Columbus, Ohio. 
Dispatch carried an ad from the 
Timken Roller Bearing Company of 
Canton, Ohio, one of our more con- 
servative corporate goliaths, which 
quoted Lenin as saying “We shall force 
the LTniled States to spend itself to 
destruction.” Mr. Kominsky documents 
the clear untruth of that statement. He 
relies on the report of the incident 
hy Ohio State Prof. David Spitz, who 
wrote an article in Harper's entitled 
“The Timken Edition of Lenin” dem- 
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onstraling beyond a doubt that the 
statement simply did not exist. Both 
the newspapers and the corporation 
defended the arrogant disregard of 
the proper use of quotations by say- 
ing that, in efTect, Lenin said the same 
thing. It happened that I had a stu- 
dent who was in the public relations 
department of Timken who had specif- 
ically been involved with this hoax. 
Out of curiosity I asked him where 
the quote came from. He informed 
me that someone high up in the com- 
pany had picked it up from the right- 
wing commentator Henry J. Taylor 
and insisted on its use in the ad, de- 
spite the obvious lack of documen- 
tation. 

The incident illustrate « one of the 
crucial points made throughout the 
book: the simple fact that a statement 
appears in print does not mean that 
it is true. Moreover, the fact that the 
source is called The Congressional 
Record is no guarantee of veracity. Mr. 
Kominsky is not afraid to name names 
in this congressional-rightist ploy. 
John M. Aanbrook and Frances P. 
Bolton of Ohio were common offend- 
ers, readily willing to insert into the 
record misquotations and downright 
lies which they had taken on faith 
from the most extraordinary sources. 
The late Everett Dirksen, Martin Dies 
and Edward Derwinski (R, III.) have 
consistently served as mouthpieces for 
the airing of views that would be 
rejected because of lack of verification 
almost anywhere but in The Congres- 
sional Record. 

One of the most remarkable of 
these instances was the insertion of 
an untruth into the record by Thomas 
G. Abernathy, of Mississippi, allegedly 
detailing a malevolent statement by a 
non-existent “Israel Cohn” (described 
as a leading English communist) when 
in fact the only source for this state- 




ment, as specifically admitted h\ the 
Representative's staff, mbs a teller to 
the editor in the Washington Evening 
Star! 

It is of course impossible within 
the compass of a short review to i»di 
cate in detail all of the mischief 
exposed by Mr. Kominskv. The book 
is probably better approached as a 
kind of encyclopedia of untruth rather 
than a fireside volume to read straight 
through on a winter night. Mr. Kninin- 
sky's xeal to unmask deceit ha* led 
him to indulge in a kind of “overkill.” 
He lends to hammer out conclusion* 
for the reader which are fairly obvious 
from his detailed analyses. 

Aside from undermining the status 
id The Congressional Record as a 
reliable repository id public record, 
the book imparts the overwhelmma 
impression that the kookeries of the 
far right, while aeeminjdy laughable, 
are for from funnv, when measured 
in terms of public impact.
